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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 17-28 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a process for producing a catalytic converter comprising the step 
of electrodepositing as presently claimed, esp., electrodepositing a catalvticallv active 
material . Arit et al. teaches a process for coating objects by means of direct current, in 
which process an adjustable DC voltage is pulse-modulated with an adjustable AC 
voltage. The material deposited is a cationic resinous coatiriQ material (col. 4, lines 36- 
45). Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to adopt the 
above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be established.
